EGYPTIAN COTTON EXPORTS TO 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


The figures of exporta of Egyptian cotton 


Argevtina, and the United States, dsfuite | soem the commencement of “tie seaton |< 


November 28 show that the shipments from 
Alexandria for Great Britaiu’s' ase have been 
146,472 bales, which is 24,301 more than last 
year’s at this time. Oat of these Liverpool re- 
ceives 83,750 bales and Manchester 62,722 baler, 
which, compared with last year at this time, 
shows an increase of 9,847 bales to Liverpool 
and 14,454 bales to Manchester. ‘The ship- 
ments to the United States are 13,414, against 
19,752 bales, and to the Continent, India, 4nd 
Japan altogether 90,785 bales, or an increase of 
7,465 bales. The total éxporte to all parts are 
250,571 bales, which compares with 221,243 
bales at the correspénding time last seasdn, 
Commenting/apdn the,growth of the port of 
Manchester, at the canal meeting of thé 
Manchester Cotton Association, Ltd., last 


‘week, the president stated@®&hat the imports of 


Egyptian cotton to Manchester daring the 
year ended AuguSt 31 constituted a record, 
having amounted to 212,257 bales against 
183,297 in the previons ‘soason, That thib is 
some 43 per cent. of the total:imports of Bgyp- 
tian cotton to Great Britain shoald, he said, Be 
a matter of considerable satisfaction to all, 
he balance of the importations stint to 
8,383 bales, and were composed of /Kast [ndfan 
and African cotton. Sinca the Ship Canal Wag, 
opened up to the end of last season there have 
been landed at the port of Manchester nearly 
five and a-halt million ba'e¥of cotton. 

So far as the-present season was concerned, 
actual atrivals and “at sea” of American cot- 
ton up to date amounted to 133,665 bales, 
against 102,921 bales in the previous season,. 
and for Ezyptian the figares were 61,245 bales, 
against 53,921 bales. Moreover, he was told 
that the bookings for Manchester in America 
were very much ahead of last year. In conse- 
quence the shipowners had increased their 
tonnage, and iuteaded to do all they conld to 
keep a plen‘ifal supply, so that there should 
be no lack of freight room. ‘It remainei for 
the spinners to do their part and give all the 
sopport they could to the direct importation 
of cotton to Manchester.

Close to this miserable capital of the Great 
Oasis, as if to remind the visitor of the former 
prosperity of the land in comparison with its 
existing degradation, rises the magnificent 
temple of Hibis which Darius I. built in 
honour of Amen-Ra, The Persian King 
thought that. by. showing respect to. the 
Egyptian god and by public works of great 
utility to the country, he would conciliate 
the people and make them grateful to the 
Persian Occupation, But like other alien

The oases were begotten ages and ages ago 
when portions, of the limestone rock of what is 
now the dreary expanse of the desert were 
upheaved. The upper limestones were cracked 
by the violence of the upheaval and afterwards 
denuded, thus forming slight hollows. Ages 
passed, and the hollows became a lake, the 


a change,which may have been connected with 
the revolution in the climatic eonditions of 
Europe froma glacial to a temperate state, 
the excavation still went on by means of wind 
and sand. Century after century these great 
depressions became slowly larger owing, to the 
eroding force of the sand-laden blasts, and 
thus the oases were sculptured into the present 
forms. But nature never stays her hand, and 
day by day and year by year these hollows are 
still growing greater owing to the erosion of the 
sandy wind, their boundaries ever encroaching 
on the desert plateau, whose scarps are being 
ground gradually away, These hollows are often 
of great extent.The oasis of Khargeh, for exam- 
ple, is as large as a good-sized English county, 
being a depression three thousand square kilo- 
metres in extent, a great part being desert. Bahe 
arieh, the smallest of all the oases, is not less 
than eighteen hundred square kilometres in 
size, while Farafra and its pendent, the Iddaila 
oasis, which is only ten kilometres distant, are 
each larger than Khargeh. Immense areas in 
Farafra are quite unexplored, while Iddaila has 
never been explored at all, except for a small 
portion at the north end. Utterly isolated from 
the valley of the Nile they have remained 
aloof from the main stream of Egyptian history, 
and Khargeh, alone of che oases, has a slight 
connection with two famous events, the Persian 
conquest and the Nestorian heresy. Khargeh 
town was the last civilised place which the 
host of Cambyses passed through on its way 
from Thebes to Siwa and the remains of 
the 50,000 Persian warriors, who were never. 
seen again by mortal eyes, lie somewhere 
in the surrounding desert, their skeletons 
with their panoply preserved in the ‘dry 
air, a treasure trove for some future 
explorer of the Sahara, In the Chgistian 
era the Great Oasis was the place of banish- 
ment for Nestorius the Heresiarch and’ one 
of the most unique remains of antiquity in 
Egypt is the great city of the dead, the Necro- 
polis of the Nestoriaris, who followed their 
Bishop, the victim of Cyril’s hatred, in his 
exile. Everywhere there are signs that the 
oases were the flourishing centres of a large 
population in ancient times. Of late they 
have become more and moré “depopulated, for 
as Egypt’s prosperity increased, large numbers 
of the younger men sought work in the Nile 
Valley. As the people dwindled land went out 
of cultivation and the wells became“sanded 
up. The ruins of Egyptian temples, Coptic 
chapels and monasteries, Roman castles and 
aqueducts and sites of ancient wells attest 
how populous the country once? was. In 
Khargeh, before the coming of the Corporation 
of Westerp Egypt, «practically all’ thé wells 
used for irrigation ard over & hundred that 
had fallen into desuetig{je owed their drigin to 
the ancient inhabitants;, . / 

Bakarieh is nfore prosperous that Khargeh, 
and has a considerable export é in fruit, 
yet the atea of land cultivatedtfok cereals is 
said to be slowly @imjnishing *yéay by year. 
Twenty years ago 900 feddans wére cultivated 
but now there are onl 600,'the decrease 
being due to the diminfobed yidld from the 
springs owing to the inhabitants not taking 
sufficient measure®* to "keep the wells free. The 
villages are uninteresting oll tions of mud 
hovels inhabiced by ap ‘entirely Moslem’ 
population, there being n6° natiye Coptic or 
Jewish elements. Originally the inhabitants 
of the oases were Libyan (Berber) tribes, but 
after annexation to Egypt there was a con- 
siderablo immigration from Nubia and the 
Nile Valley. At the present time, while the 
physiognomic type of the* Berber race still 
predominates ov is largely present in Farafra, 
Baharieh, and Khargeh,’in Dakhleh the in- 


and every vestige of their century of occupa- 
tion has been destroyed throughout the length 
and breadth of the land, and except in this 
remote oasis no remains exist of any public 
buildings of the Persian dynasty. The ruins of 
temples erected in the times of the Ptolemies 
and of the Antonines in Khargeh and of others 
in Baharieh built during the reigns of Apries 
and Amasis show that the prosperity of the 
oases continued for many centuries. Olympio- 
dorus, in the fourth century of our era, de- 
scribed the Egyptian oases as specially cele- 
brated for their fruitfulness and healthiness. 
“The trees,” he declares, “are constantly loaded 
with fruit, the corn grown in the oases being 
more excellent than any other corn, and 
whiter than snow. Barley is sometimes grown 
twice, and millet almost,always three times a 
a year, Wells sunk to @ depth of 200, 300, or 
even 500 cubits pour stredms of water from 
their mouths, which is the cause of the great 
fertility of the land, though the sky is always 
cloudless,” 

Like many other valuable assets of the once 
mighty land of Egypt, the oases have suffered 
from the neglect of centuries—their glories 
have been dimmed, the wells neglected, the 
land allowed to go out of cultivation, and the 
sand‘ to engulf what were once smiling farms 
amd gardens, Modern enterprise is already at 
work #epairing the damage done by the dark 
years of neglect and adversity, new methods 
are. being employed, and ere long the oases of 
Western Egypt will see the dawn of a pro- 
sperity greater than in the days of the ancient 
Egyptians or of the Roman Occupation. As 
the heirs of the ages, we shall reap where 
others have sown, and the harvest will be 
more abundant than the ancient ever dared 
to hope for, 

It is these oases which form the sphere of 
operations of the Corporation of Western 
Egypt,and the most important land concession 
ever granted in modern Egypt was made in 
1903, when that company obtained the right 
during thirty years of taking up land there 
with the object of irrigating and selling it to a 
total extent of 600,000 feddans, or about 970 
square miles, Three years and a half have 
elapsed since then—although the term of the 
concession has not yet begun to'run —but owing 
to the inaccessible character of thecountry, 
which the Corporation is developing, no inde- 
pendent account of the progress of the work 
has up to now been possible. The description 
of the scope and present position of the under- 
taking, which is to be published iri series,of 
articles of which this is the preface, should. be 
of interest, for there appears to be a consider- 
able amount of/ignorance and misunderstand- 
ing existing in Egypt as to the oases and the 
practicability of their successful development. 
The object of these articles is to: set before our 
readers the story of the beginnings of a most 
important scheme, which can only be brought 
to a successful i8sue by means of careful man- 
agement and costly development.. We may add 
that from all that we have seen of the work 
now being carried on ia the Great* Oasis, the 
Corporation of Western Egypt appears to be 
honestly trying to carry through a vast under- 
taking which should be of the utmost benefit 
to the country at large, for its goal is nothing 
less than the restoration to Egypt of what was 
one of her most fertile provinces, which has 
been utterly neglected and ignored ever since 
the fall of the ancient world,
